‘Americans work like robots’ 
It's a totally different story in other parts of 
the world. Nancy Schimkat, an American 
who lives in Weinheim, Germany, said her 
German husband, an engineer, gets six 
weeks of paid vacation a year, plus national 
holidays—the norm. His company makes 
sure he takes all of it. 

Its typical for Germans to take off three 
consecutive weeks in August when “most of 
the country kind of closes down,” Schimkat 
said. That's the time for big trips, perhaps 
to other parts of Europe, or to Australia or 
North America. Germans might also book a 
ski holiday in the winter and take a week off 
during Easter. 

Schimkat’s family back in the U.S. teases 
her that she's spoiled. But when she tells 
Germans that workers in the U.S. usually get 
two weeks of vacation a year, they cringe. 

“They kind of have this idea that 
Americans work like robots and if that’s the 
way they want to be, that’s up to them. But 
they don't want to be like that,” Schimkat 
said. 


The legal issue 
So what's going on here? 

A big reason for the difference is that paid 
time off is mandated by law in many parts of 
the world. 

Germany is among more than two dozen 
industrialized countries—from Australia to 
Slovenia to Japan—that require employers to 
offer four weeks or more of paid vacation to 
their workers, according to a 2009 study by 
the human resources consulting company 
Mercer.

Only one person 
may scold us 


I’m feeling lightheaded and numb, but this column is urgent, so here 
goes: Stop thinking such evil thoughts about dentistry! 

We all complain about visiting our dentists. Pop culture paints them as 
sadists (As the dentist in “Little Shop of Horrors” sings, “Td find a pussy- 
cat and bash in its head”). And their supposed unhappiness is cocktail- 
party fodder. “Dentists have the highest suicide rate!” “Cool! Pass the dip.” 

But the truth is: The dentist—indeed, the entire dental experi- 
ence—is wonderful.* 


Hear me out 

» Who else scolds you? Your boss may chew you out, you may fight 
with your spouse, but after you graduate middle school, the only one 
who can old-fashioned scold you is your dentist. Somehow, it’s oddly 
comforting: You get scolded for never flossing, you nod your head and 
say “I know, I know,” you leave and never floss, six months later you get 
scolded again, and the process repeats itself until you turn 55 and use 
your 401(k) to pay for gum surgery. 

» Dentists love to talk. You'd think a relationship in which one per- 
son always has six things in his mouth would be light on conversation. 
But some of the best talks you'll ever have are with your dentist— 
made even more impressive by their uncanny ability to understand 
the subtleties of your grunts. 

» Dentists always have new equipment. Every time I see my 
dentist, he seems to pull out new gadgets — little cameras, monitors to 
display your teeth in front of you. That said, dental offices still honor 
their profession’s past by spending most of their time scraping your 
teeth with a sharp piece of metal. 

» You won't find a comfier chair. When the overhead swivel light is 
on and there are so many things in your mouth that you can't breathe, 
it’s easy to believe you're catching a glimpse of heaven. Downtown den- 
tists should rent their chairs out for people to use during lunch breaks. 

» The dentist is all-powerful in his office—and when he stops in to see 
you, you feel empowered too.

Big names, big day 


Emanuel, Jackson Jr. take the stand in Blagojevich trial

Lawyers for Rod Blagojevich called Mayor 
Emanuel and US. Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. to 
the witness stand Wednesday to answer 
questions about whether they cut deals 
with the then-governor to influence his 
decision on filling a vacant U.S. Senate 
seat. 

Emanuel spent just three minutes on 
the stand Wednesday morning in the cor- 
ruption retrial of Blagojevich. 

Blagojevich lawyer Sheldon Sorosky 
began by asking Emanuel his most recent 
position. 

“Mayor of the city of Chicago,” Eman- 
uel said. 

“Is it safe to say it is a new job for you?” 
Sorosky asked. 

“Unless your subscription to the news- 
paper ended recently, yes,” Emanuel said. 

In quick fashion, Sorosky asked Eman- 
uel if anyone had ever asked him when 


Blagojevich appeared on track to take 
the stand Thursday, according to re- 
ports, though no schedule had yet been 
announced Wednesday. 


he was congressman in 2006 to have his 
brother arrange a fundraiser for the gover- 
nor in exchange for release of a $2 million 
grant to a school in Emanuel’s congressio- 
nal district. 

“No,” Emanuel said curtly. 

The mayor also said “no” when ques- 
tioned if he had ever been asked to set up 
a nonprofit for Blagojevich to run in ex- 
change for appointing President Obama’s 
friend Valerie Jarrett to the US. Senate. 

Jackson's testimony for the defense was, 
to sum it up, short and sweet. 

Blagojevich lawyer Aaron Goldstein 
spent five minutes asking questions of the 
veteran Chicago congressman about his 


lack of knowledge of the marquee charge 
in the case—that Blagojevich wanted to 
hand Jackson the Senate seat vacated by 
Obama in exchange for $1.5 million in 
fundraising from Jackson supporters. 

Jackson said he waged a very public 
campaign to gain the appointment that 
began even before Obama’s election as 
president. “TI talked with all sorts of peo- 
ple about the United States Senate seat,” 
Jackson said. 

“Did you ever request the Senate seat 
in exchange for fundraising?” Goldstein 
asked. 

“No sir, I did not,” Jackson said. 

Under cross-examination, Jackson de- 
scribed his relationship with Blagojevich 
as “frosty at best,” and said the problems 
appeared to date to Jackson’s refusal to en- 
dorse Blagojevich in the 2002 Democratic 
primary for governor as well as pony up a 
requested $25,000 contribution.

Woman files suit

against city, cops

A 22-year-old Chicago woman who alleged- 
ly was raped by two on-duty Chicago police 
officers filed a federal lawsuit Wednesday 
alleging a “widespread practice” of abuse 
within the department that goes largely 
unpunished. 

The suit, which names the city of Chica- 
go, Officer Paul Clavijo and his partner, Of- 
ficer Juan Vasquez, alleged that the abuse is 
facilitated by a “code of silence” among of- 
ficers and unwillingness by supervisors to 
investigate and punish wrongdoing. 

“Chicago police officers accused of sexu- 
al misconduct against citizens can be confi- 
dent that the city will not investigate those 
accusations in earnest,” the lawsuit said. 

The suit seeks unspecified damages. 
Chicago Law Department spokeswoman 
Jennifer Hoyle was not immediately avail- 
able for comment. 

Clavijo and Vasquez, both 38, were 
charged earlier this month with criminal 
sexual assault and official misconduct in 
the March 30 assault. 

Prosecutors said the officers were on pa- 
trol in a marked police SUV about 2 a.m. 
when they saw the woman walking alone 
near Wrigley Field and offered her a ride to 
her Rogers Park apartment, located several 
miles outside their patrol district. 

While Vasquez went into a liquor store 
to buy booze, Clavijo sexually assaulted 
the woman in the front seat of the ve- 
hicle, prosecutors said. Later, the officers 
followed the victim into her apartment, 
where they allegedly played strip poker and 
raped her.

Heart-wrenching searches 
in wake of Midwest storms 


PIEDMONT, Okla. Teams of rescuers 

were out Wednesday in Canadian 
County, Okla., searching land and water 
for a 3-year-old who went missing in fero- 
cious weather Tuesday. 

Ryan Hamil was with his mother and his 
siblings in their home when the storm hit, 
said Pam Capener, the boy’s great-aunt. 
“Cole, the 15-month-old, did not survive,” 
she said. “Cathleen, who is 5, is in the hos- 
pital in stable condition.” 

Their mother, Catherine Hamil, “has a 
lot of broken bones, bruises and cuts, but I 
believe she’s stable now, last I heard,” Cap- 
ener said. Hamil is pregnant, and her baby 
is due in October, she said. “They did get 


the heartbeat of the baby yesterday, so the 
baby’s stable.” 

The children’s father, Catherine’s hus- 
band, Hank Hamil, was out of town Tues- 
day but has returned and is searching for 
Ryan, Capener said. 

“Last I heard, they're searching a 
16-mile stretch,” she said. 

She added that she believes the family 
had taken refuge in a bathtub when the 
storm barreled through. “I don’t know if 
they were thrown out,” she said. 

The family has started a fund to raise 
money for hospital expenses. The Hamil 
Family Assistance Fund already had $2,225 
in pledges even though it was created only 


Wednesday. 

Cole Hamil is one of more than 500 
people killed in a historic tornado season, 
according to figures from the National 
Weather Service and local authorities. 

It is the deadliest season since 1953, 
when 519 people were killed in twisters. 

Cole and 15 others died in the latest 
string of storms that passed through Ar 
kansas, Kansas and Oklahoma on Tuesday. 

Oklahoma Gov. Mary Fallin declared 
a state of emergency Wednesday in 68 of 
Oklahoma’s 77 counties, which were hit by 
the tornadoes and other severe weather. 
Only nine counties in the state were not 
included in the declaration.

In dealing with the lingering effects of a 
pulled hamstring, Luvabull Kafi Thomp- 
son found inspiration from a certain MVP 
she shares the United Center floor with on 
a regular basis. 

“Derrick [Rose} had that ankle injury 
for a while and he says you play through 
it, and so I’m dancing through mine,” said 
Thompson, 26. “I haven't given my body 
time to heal, but it’s the playoffs so it’s 
worth it.” 

They may be dancing instead of dunking 
and doing the splits rather than splitting 
defenses, but the extra workload, physi- 
cal strain and heightened excitement of 
the NBA playoffs is a reality for the Bulls’ 
dance team just as it is for the players. 

“The players step up their game for the 
playoffs, and the Luvabulls do too,” Luv- 
abulls director Cathy Core said. “People 
think it kind of just happens, but there’s a 
lot of work involved and it’s a whole differ- 
ent attitude from the regular season. The 
energy in the building is 10 times what it 
usually is, and the Luvabulls are a big part 
of that.” 

During the regular season, the Luvabulls 
utilize a rotation system, meaning only 10 
of the 21 members are assigned to each 
home game. During the playoffs, however, 
the entire squad takes center court to leap 
and kick its way through a dozen or more 


It’s an intense playoff 
run for the Bulls— 
and the Luvabulls 


tightly choreographed routines during 
timeouts and breaks in the action. 

Some of the routines are old standbys to 
arena staples such as “What I Like About 
You” by The Romantics or “Y.M.C.A.” 
by the Village People, but the Luvabulls 
also are responsible for a “feature” perfor- 
mance during the first timeout of the sec- 
ond quarter of each game—almost all of 
which are created from scratch the week 
prior to the game. For the playoffs, the 
Luvabulls step up their game for the fea- 
ture, Core said. 

“During the season, we might do a few 
slower numbers, but in the playoffs we go 
for high-energy routines and try to knock 
“em dead with splits and jumps,” Core said. 
“We do new dances for every single playoff 
game, and they have to be crisp, and so the 
pressure is on for us.” 

The sometimes chaotic nature of play- 
off games can keep the Luvabulls on their 
toes. During close contests, coaches can 
call for timeouts frequently, and the Luv- 
abulls must be prepared to race to mid- 
court at almost any moment. 

“Tn the fourth quarter anything can hap- 
pen, and it can be a raucous game,” Core 
said. “Every time there’s a timeout, the 
girls run out there and they can be dodging 
Benny the Bull and there are’T-shirts flying 
around. It can be pretty crazy out there.” 

“Performing in front of 22,000 people 
is already nerve-wracking, but my heart is 


a 


just racing all the time because you have 
to ready to jump in at any time,” said first- 
year Luvabull Jennie Lagattuta, 24. “There 
are times where I’ve been like ‘Oh my God, 
we're coming out now?” 

“Sometimes the crowd is so loud, we can 
barely even hear our cues.” 

Game nights are only a small part of the 
life of a Luvabull. They also are required to 
work regular full-time jobs or be enrolled 
as full-time students and attend two three- 
and-a-half-hour practices per week. They

also must show up to games three hours be- 
fore tipoff. 

In addition to working full time doing 
marketing at a tax firm, Lagattuta estimates 
she spends at least 20 hours a week as a Luv- 
abull. 

“It’s definitely a big-time commitment, 
and it can also be physically draining after a 
while,” she said. “It’s a lot more dancing, and 
it takes a toll on your body. Sometimes it’s the 
adrenaline that keeps you going.” 

For Thompson, a fourth-year veteran of 


the team and an account manager for a liquor 
distributor, it’s her legs and neck that feel the 
biggest strain of the extra playoff work. 

“We do so many head whips that it makes 
my neck sore,” said Thompson, of Streeter- 
ville. “I definitely try to get a lot of massages 
for those areas.” 

Despite the physical and mental stress that 
can occur during the playoffs, the payoff is in- 
credible, the Luvabulls said. 

“You get to be a fan and fulfill your passion 
of dancing at the same time, and it’s the best

of both worlds,” Thompson said. 

Even though this is her eighth year as a 
Luvabull, Erika Cruz of the Gold Coast said 
it would be hard to leave the team next season 
considering the Bulls’ playoff success.

Barring the end of the world (now set for 
October), or the even less likely scenario in 
which no one pays to see three guys wake up 
completely blotto in theaters this weekend, 
there will be a “Hangover Part III.” 

“Obviously, it will depend on the success of 
the second one,” says Bradley Cooper, whose 
participation in the inaugural “Hangover” had 
more than a little to do with his rocket launch 
to stardom. 

“You never know,” Cooper adds, trying to 
sound cautious about the box-office pros- 
pects of the much-anticipated follow-up. 
“But if there’s a sure thing ...” 

The first “Hangover,” released in 2009 and 
likewise co-starring Zach Galifianakis and Ed 
Helms, went on to earn $469.5 million world- 
wide. It was, in case you missed it, set in Las 
Vegas, where a bachelor party headed into a 


Bermuda triangle of amnesia, anarchy and 
absurdist raunch. In director Todd Phillips’ 
“The Hangover Part II,” the setting is more 
exotic— Bangkok. And the straits the trio find 
themselves in, believe it or not, are even cra- 
zier. 

It’s “Defcon 5 in Bangkok,” Cooper says. 

“The Hangover Part II,” in theaters now, 
seems destined for profitability with the long 
Memorial Day weekend ahead. Aside from its 
built-in fan base, the film undoubtedly ben- 
efits from months of entertainment-section 
headlines about its production. 

Late last year came a string of stories about 
troubled actor Mel Gibson’s cameo that was 
nixed following objections from cast and 
crew members. 

More recently, there was a controversy over 
the use of a cigarette-smoking monkey— 
PETA and the American Humane Associa-

tion are not amused—which may only boost 
the film’s reputation for raunch. Finally, the 
artist who created Mike Tyson’s face tattoo 
tried to stop the film’s release, saying the tat- 
too that Helms’ character wakes with infring- 
es on his copyright. 

Still, everyone knows sequels have a ten- 
dency to disappoint, and that includes the 
filmmakers. As Helms puts it: “It’s so easy for 
a sequel to just be lame.” 

Can Phillips and his cast truly re-create the 
organic, out-of-nowhere magic of the original? 

“There’s a little trepidation,” says Phillips, 
who helped write the sequel’s script with 
Craig Mazin and Scot Armstrong. “But it was 
a lot harder making a movie and turning to 
Bradley Cooper at 5 in the morning and say- 
ing, “This is funny, but is anyone going to see 
it?’ I'd rather have this pressure than the other 
kind of pressure. We can pretty much rest as- 


sured that people are going to turn up for it. 
Now the job is to make something that’s as 
funny and as great, and swing for the fences.” 

Like its predecessor, “The Hangover Part 
II” begins days before a wedding, though now 
Stu is the groom and Thailand the locale. 

Stu and company wake up in a strange room 
without their memories—and minus one 
friend, Teddy (Mason Lee, in his film debut), 
the younger brother of Stu’s bride. As they 
search for Teddy, they encounter gun-toting 
criminals, violent Buddhists and the kind 
of surprise-in-every-package prostitutes for 
which the Thai capital is famous. 

The writers also felt Bangkok provided the 
perfect setting for the return of Mr. Chow, 
the globe-trotting, sexually ambiguous gang- 
ster so memorably portrayed by Ken Jeong in 
the first film. 

Jeong, who since has joined NBC’s “Com- 


ia iy um it) 


munity” and landed a role in the upcoming 
“Transformers: Dark of the Moon,” says he 
prepared for his expanded role by watch- 
ing Martin Scorsese’s “GoodFellas” while 
in Thailand, paying close attention to Joe 
Pesci’s mischievous Mafioso character. 

“I kept thinking, ‘Chow loves chaos,’ ” 
Jeong says. “I made sure my reactions were 
the exact opposite of what everybody else is 
thinking. And Todd loved that.” 

The sequel also leans on the comfortable 
chemistry between Helms, Cooper and 
Galifianakis, known collectively onscreen as 
The Wolfpack. 

“We are all three very different arche- 
types, so there’s no competition. Everyone 
gets their own style of comedy, and their 
own type of punch lines,” says Helms, whose 
mild-mannered Stu again serves as the film’s 
central (or most-abused) protagonist. “I

Racial insensitivity has been toned down 
(though not eliminated), and the film's 
indifference toward female characters is 
at least a step up from the original’s ha- 
tred of them. Replacing the first movie's 
cynicism with more jokes and some of 
Stu’s moral compass, “Part II” becomes a 
ridiculous, often hilarious demonstration 
of what mostly upstanding people are 
capable of when the safety is switched 
off.

think Todd did a magical thing by putting 
the three of us together.” 

All three likely will be back for “Hangover 
Part III,” which Cooper promises will break 
from the now-established formula. 

“We've all talked about it, Ed, Zach and 
I, and Todd, and it really is about us coming 
together and agreeing on a concept,” Coo- 
per says. “And we’ve all agreed to the tone of 
the third one, and what it has to be—which 
is completely not adhering to the formula of 
the second. 

“That said, I do think that this one had 
to adhere to the structure, so you can get to 
know the characters more—they’re much 
more fully developed. Now we can depart 
from that. ... So for the third one, there will 
be no missing night. It will be an interesting 
thing.”

Black gets animated

The hero of the animated “Kung Fu Panda 2,” opening Thurs- 
day, is a panda named Po— but he may as well be called “Jack 
Black and White.” There’s no mistaking the distinctive sensi- 
bility of the comic actor, whose rapid-fire yet casually offhand 
riffs have added hey-dude humor to such films as “High Fidel- 
ity” and “Tropic Thunder” and carried such starring vehicles as 
“Shallow Hal” and “The School of Rock.” 

Black, 41, spoke by phone from the Cannes Film Festival. 


Animation directors do recording sessions in different ways. 
Usually actors all record separately, but not always. How did 
it work for you here? 

The only thing I did with another actor was the scene when I 
first meet [the antagonist} Shen, the albino peacock. Me and 
Gary Oldman did bust that out together because they were 
unable to get the magic with us separately. 


Why, do you think? 

I don’t know. There was just something about the intensity of 
the scene where we meet and we’re kind of laughing at each 
other and slowly ramping it up. It needed to happen live. 


Did the director, Jennifer Yuh Nelson, ever say, as they 
sometimes do with animation, “OK, we got the script 
version, you want to improv anything?” 
No, she never gave me the go-ahead like that, 
but sometimes I would just take it. 
Sometimes I would just say, “Hey, 

wait, let me do one more,” and then ¢ 
I would surprise them with a riff. 


In the first “Kung Fu Panda,” Po dreams 
of joining the movie’s team of heroes. 
Now, here, he’s a member, he can hold his 
own, but he’s also the one who clowns around 
and makes the others laugh. Anything you can 

personally relate to there? 

All through my 20s I was very much like Po, just sort of strug- 
gling to get by and not really being one of the comedic actors 
who were established. I didn’t really have a consistent money- 
making career, like I can get my own apartment, until I was, 
like, 30 years old. Before that I would get parts here and there 
and I would go get an apartment and live there for a while, 
and then I would run out of money and go back and live with 
my mom. So, yeah, when I’m trying to get in the Po mode, I

think back on those times, to my humble 
days when I was in awe of the comedy gods. 


And those would be... ? 

Obviously John Belushi, he was a big influence on 

me, but also later on, Chris Farley. Those are obvious ones, just 
because we portly comedians got to stick together. But I’m 
also a huge fan of Jim Carrey and his style. It’s not really about 
the subtlety so much as it is about going to the absolute limit.

Long before the staff members of “Childrens 
Hospital” were being such cutups on Adult 
Swim, their antics were available as webisodes. 

That’s where creator Rob Corddry and 
the cast—Megan Mullally, Lake Bell, Erinn 
Hayes, Malin Ackerman, Henry Winkler, 
Ken Marino and Rob Huebel—first practiced 
their comedy that spoofs medical shows. 

If you missed the Web shows, or even the 
first two seasons on Adult Swim, “Childrens 
Hospital: The Complete First & Second Sea- 
sons” is now out on DVD. Season 3 begins at 
midnight June 2 on Adult Swim. Shifting from 
a Web to cable show was a snap. 

“Not a lot has changed, actually,” Corddry 
says. “The great thing about being on Adult 
Swim is that it’s pretty much the Internet of tele- 
vision. We can get away with whatever we want.” 

What they do is a blend medicine with the 
personal struggles of a sex-crazy staff. 

Because the series started as five- to six 
minute shows, Corddry didn’t think its fran- 
tic humor—a one-hour medical show shown 
in one-fourth the time—could be expanded. 

“I said I would never do it on television 
because I didn’t think it would sustain itself 
longer than 5 '/, minutes.

V for Vodka 


By Zak Stambor 

The marketers of top-selling vodka brands 
will tell you that their spirits are “clean,” 
“smooth” or “pure.” And even though some 
brands will note that they’re made from the 
finest winter wheat, grapes, etc., there is 
nary a description of what the vodka actu- 
ally tastes like. 

That’s not surprising because, by law, 
vodka is an odorless, colorless, tasteless 
spirit. 

Because of that I’ve never given much 
thought to what differentiates one from 
another. I considered vodka to be a mun- 
dane, but necessary, ingredient in cocktails, 
at best, and an efficient means to get drunk, 
at worst. 

That is, until I discovered that some dis- 
tillers weren't content to produce a spirit 
that is little more than a commodity. 

“We're trying to challenge the norm,” 
said Kent Fleischmann, founder of Dry Fly 
Distilling Inc. “We want to raise the bar on 
vodka and produce something memorable 


that keeps people coming back again and 
again.” 

Dry Fly isn’t alone. A number of distill- 
eries are producing hand-crafted vodkas 
that are not the same colorless, flavorless 
spirit of yesteryear. These aren’t flavored 
vodkas, which often taste synthetic or sac- 
charine. Rather they are spirits produced 
by distillers seeking to highlight the pri- 
mary ingredient. And because vodka can be 
made from nearly anything—from wheat to 
rye to corn to potato—the ingredient used 
to produce a particular vodka gives that 
spirit its personality. 

Take Dry Fly, whose vodka is made from 
locally produced wheat, which gives the 
spirit a sweet flavor. 

“We’re in wheat country,” said Fleis- 
chmann, whose distillery is based in Spo- 
kane, Wash. “We have beautiful resources. 
That’s why we utilize only local ingredients. 
It just makes perfect sense. Why would we 
use anything else?”
